WITCHCRAFT IN NEW-ENGLAND. 


The subjoined facts are from a book written 
in 1767 by Jonnw Hace, then pastor of the first 
church in Beverly, Mars. and published after his 
death. A part of them will probably be new 
to most of our readers, and the history of that 
memorable delusion must always be interesting 
to the descendants of the pilgrims: — 

The first who suffered as a witch, was a wo- 
man of Charlestown, in 1647 or 48. She was 
suspected partly because that after some angry 
words had passed between ler and her neigh- 
bours, some mischief befel their creatures, and 
partly because some thing, supposed to be be- 
witched, or to have a charm upon them, being 
buroed, she came to the fire and seemed con- 
cerned. She constantly professed her inno- 
cence of the crime for which she was executed. 
Another, some time after, was a Dorchester 
woman, Upon the day of her execution, she 
utterly denied her guilt of witchcraft; yet jus- 
tified God for bringing her to that punishment 
ior another sin of her life. The next was a 
woman of Cambridgo, against whom a principal 
evidence was a Watertown nurse, who testified 
that the accused did bewitch to death a child; 
for the accused made much of the child, being 
perfectly well, but quickly changed its color, 
and died in a few hours after. The sufferer 
denied her guilt to the death, 

There was another executed, of Boston, in 
1956; and two or three of Springfield, one of 
whom confessed. Another at Hartford, con- 
fessed herself a witch. ‘Ihe next that suffered 
was an Irishwoman, at Boston, who at her 
trial confessed her guilt. All these were pre- 
vious to 1692. 

In that memorable year nineteen were exe- 
cuted, all denying the crime of witchcraft to 
the death. Some of them were knowing per- 
sons, and before this had been accounted blame- 
less livers. And it is not to be imagined, but 
that if all had been guilty, some would have 
had so much tenderness as to seek mercy for 
their souls in the way of confession and sorrow 
for such a sin. And as to the condemned con- 
fessors at the bar, (they being reprieved) it 
could not be known whether they would stand 
to their self condemning confession, when they 
came to die. 

The number of the afflicted was about ay 
persons. When prosecutions ceased, the af- 
flicted grew presently well. The accused were 
es and no further trouble has been known 
rom Witchcraft until this day.

According to..2 report recently made by 
the Directors and Warden of the Connactt- 
cut Sratsr Prisox, at Wratnrrsrieco, the 
number of prisoners, on the 3!st of March, 
was 134, of whom 24 were under the age of 
twenty-one. During the past year, 65 had 
been committed and 28 discharged. Nore 
had either escaped or died. On the subjea 
of diet, it is observed—*“In the Connect 
cut prison, the food and drink of the cor- 
victs are the same as last year, and with litth 
variation, the same throughout the year.— 
The diet established by the directors, m 
opening the Institution, is found not only w 
be wholesome and sufliciently nutritious, bat 
generally very satisfactory to the prisoner. 
In health, no prisoner is allowed any other 
drink than water. Coffee, tea, milk and 
other proper food and drink are furnished 
to the sick and indisposed. ‘The opimon 
which has so long and so extensively pre- 
vailed, that spirituous liquors could not be 
suddenly abanicned with safety, has, in the 
experience of this institution, besa complete- 
ly refuted, Of the+106 convicts co:;nmitted 
to this prison since its establishment, 90 dave 
acknowledged themselves to have been in- 
temperate, or are known to have been so. 
Some of these were veteran drinkers; and 
one, iu addition to spirits, had for 17 years 
used large quantities of opium. ‘These pn- 
soners were deprived of spirits at once wath- 
out a substitute. ‘Those individuals in whom 
ihe habit was long confirmed, suffered a 
temporary loss of appetite and almost over- 
whelming anguish for the want of their ac- 
customed stimulus, which seemed for the 
time, to supercede every other evil connect- 
ed with theirconfinement. But by attentire 
watching, the use of coffee and nutritious 
and wholesome diet, the appetite was soon 
improved, and after a while greatly increas- 
ed—the craving for spirits greatly subsides, 
and after some time had elapsed, they ac- 
knowledged an improvement in their fcc! 
ings, increase of bodily strength and vigour 
of mind. These facts are important; and it 
is hoped will have an influence in correcting 
a very general mistake that is prevailing, 
that the peculiar diseases of drunkards are 
liable to come on suddenly, if spirits be sad- 
denly abandoned. With this crroneoys im- 
pression many have resorted to substitutes 
and preventives, which only changed the 
stimulus without removing the habit.”’ 











The writer of an article on Hydrography in 
the Naval and Military Magazine, bestows on 
Bairish Nava Orricers a page or two of 
counsel, of such general application, and, for 
the most part, so well expressed, that we are 
induced to make room for an extract. After 
acknowledging that nautical science is advancing 
rapidly, he proceeds:—‘‘I would not, however, 
advise the Tyro to suppose that a royal road is 
open to the attainments necesserily requisite, 
where the safety of shipping is concerned. A 
littoral sketch may be made, in a pretty style, 
for the decoration of a youngster’s log-book, 
and scarcely requires either talent or attention; 
but to those who wish to excel, nothing but hard 
fagging at the duties of seamanship, and the 
study of mathematics, geodesy, and astronomy, 
can be recommended. In uttering this sentiment, 
I would not be understood to depreciate any at- 
tempt at improvement; my only desire is to re- 
press the self-sufficiency usually attendant on 
precocity, a quality which so often destroys 
application, and leaves its unlucky possessor in 
the lurch. Without exemplary diligence, pro- 
ficiency cannot be expected; and an accurate 
knowledge of one’s profession, in all its branches, 
is so truly desirable and requisite, that it is 
marvellous its attainment should not be a more 
earnest object with those who plough the 
‘mighty waters.’? Numbers of ships are con- 
tinually enco accidents and hair-breadth 
escapes, entirelyfthrough a Bootian ignorance of 
navigation; and few seamen there are but must 
well remember something of the kind, in at 
least one of the vessels on board which they 
have served. The frequency of error in reckon- 
ings has armed an acute, though humourous, 
writer with this bitter sarcasm,—‘‘the log-book 
doth contain and announce a pithy, surprising, 
and pathetic narrative of the setting of the 
fore-sail, and taking‘in of the foretop-sail; of 
hauling aft the main-sheet, and belaying the 
mizan; of four knots an hour, and of two knots 
an hour; of the first watch, and the middle 
watch; of south-west and north-west; and of 
observations and dead reckonings, agreeing so 
well, that the log proves the ship to be at the 
Land’s End, the quadrant at Dover, and the 
lead on the Caskets, hard agrouad.’’ This dis- 
creditable state of practical navigation will, no 
doubt, be materially reformed by the recent exer- 
tions of those scientific officers, who have created 
the new impulse in ournavy. It is only by emula- 
tion, and proving the utility and pleasure of 
science; that it can be deeply rooted; the offi- 
cial examination of our youths is scarcely worth 
consideration; for their boasted qualifications 
are mostly engrafted for that particular object, 
and after the ordeal is past, they are permitted 
to fade from the memory, like the unsubstantial 
instruction usually given in lectures, How 
many wrecke have been imputed to currents, of 
which the currents deserved not the odium? How 
many otherwise gallant officers are nervously 
fearful of closing upon a shore, and have even 
injured the serviee of their country by lacking 
the confidence resulting from a knowledge of 
their duty? I would recommend such to s!e*p 
less in their day watehes below, and, quitting 
their idle entertainments, apply themselves 





closely to a more rational enjoyment, as well as 


employment of time. Mere animal strength 

and courage are no longer sufficient supports to 

screen illiterate rudeness; and those gentlemen 

who wish to keep pace with the advance of 
talent, will do well to rouse themssives. Be- 

sides mathematics, surveying, tactics, gunnery, 

hydraulics, fortification, and other imperiously 

requisite nautical duties, | would also advise 

them to the study of history, and a thirst for 
general literature, on the ground that elevated 

sentiments lead to clevated actions. Let them 
take more books to sea, for these true friends 
who cheer the hours of solitude, and alleviate 
the pressure of cunfinement, are, as old Richard 
of Bury has well observed, ‘‘teachers whose in- 
structions are unaccompanied by blows or harsh 
words, who demand neither food nor wages. 
If you visit them, they are alert, if you want 
them, they secrete not themselves. Should you 
mistake their meaning, they complain not, nor 
ridicule your ignorance be it ever so gross.”’ 
But at the same time, I should protest against 
that light and useless course of reading, un- 
fortunately now so general, which merely de- 
stroys the tediom of idleness, with as‘little ne- 
cessity for reflection as would result from dice, 
backgammon, cards, or any other momentary 
amusement. The greater portion of reminiscen- 
ces, novels, trifling anecdotes, and fictitiows ad- 
ventures, may Vitiate both the taste and under- 
standiog, and yet, like a damaged cargo, ren- 
der no return. With such a noble field before 
them, why should car rising officers be con- 
tented with the saperficial skill, which merely 
enables them to keep an indifferent reckoning, 
bungle out the rate of a chronometer, and wade 
lamely through the process Of clearmg a lunar 
distance from the effects of parallax and refrac- 
tion? Labour well bestowed and properly di- 
rected never fails of producing a valuable effect; 
let those, therefore, who, depising the mean- 
ness of mediocrity, possess the laudable ambi- 
tion of excelling, imprint forcibly on their minds, 
both as a motto and a moniter, ‘*Turpe est viro, 
id ia quo quotidie versatur ignorare.’’

COMMUNICATION, 
Mr. Enrror:—In the Democratic Press, of 
Tharsday last, there appeared some editorial 
observations relative to the case of a young man, 
a clerk in a dry goods store, who has been com- 
mitted to prison for embezzling the property of 
his employer, which inflict severe and unwar- 
rantable censure upon the character of a Lite- 
rary Society, of which he was a member. {[t is 
but justice to the public, and particularly to the 
late members of the association referred to, that 
a plain and true statement should be made, to 
show the falseness and injustice of the remarks 
gratuitously made by the Editor of the Press. 
At the same’ time, however, I cannot but regret 
the necessity of so doing, which is prompted 
solely by a due regard to the character of the 
individuals who were members of the association. 
In the early part of February last, the associa- 
tion was formed for the purpose of improvement 
in the art of public speaking andelocution. To 
effect this desirable object, scenes of plays were 
performed and addresses spoken, in an orderly 
manner, with a salutary tendency. At the time 
of commencement, the unfortunate victim of 
folly became a member; and much regard was 
entertained for his moral character. The mo- 
tives which led him to the commission of the 
crime of which he is now charged, are unknown 
to the members cf the association. The mem- 
bers of the society had always observed an uni- 
form correctness in his habits and principles.— 
The association was composed of about thirty 
members, generally older than the one referred 
to. The expenses, for a period of tive months, 
amounted, in all, to 78 dollars—his share was 
about three dollars, without any extra expense; 
and no article whatever was furnished by him, 
the payment of his dregs being all that was re- 
quired. The lad who, asthe Editor of the Press 
says, is now in the House of Refuge, was intro- 
duced into the society some time after its for- 
mation, but was never admitted to membership; 
and, upon a representation made by his mother 
to the society, he was dismissed from its room 
entirely. The association is now dissolved; and, 
previously to the unfortunate circumstance which 
has lately occurred, it was winding up its affairs 
and preparing for a dissolution. The Editor of 
the Press says he has reason to believe that the 
funds necessary to defray the expense of the as- 
sociation were purloined from the masters and 
employers of its members. I do not know what 
grounds he may have for such a belief, but I can 
assure the public that it is absolutely false and 
unfounded; and as to scenes of dissipation, to 
which the Editor thinks he was introduced, I 
can say that no dissipation was suffered at any 
meeting, or among the members. They had too 
much respect for their individual characters;— 
and I cannot conceive that it was proper, or in 
any manner justifiable, to thus abuse and vilify 
an institution composed of respectable young 
men, because one of its members has abandoned 
the principles of honesty and blasted forever his 
character. While | extrémely regret his mis- 
conduct, I could not refrain from noticing the 
uncailed-for and unwarranted strictures ef the 
Editor of the Press upon the character of the 
association.

A DESPERATE DEED.

A man named Goguel was recently condemn-

| sums lent at usurious interest were computed at 
58,000 fr. 

A disturbance, from which serious consequen- 
ces were apprehended, took place at Berlin on 
the 2d of March. A mason being .angry with 
his apprentice, beat him, and afterwards took 
him home to his father. The latter, enraged at 
the treatment received by his son, struck the 
mason, and a dispute ensued, which drew a par- 
ty of soldiers from a neighbouring house, who 
joined in the afiray. A vast number of the in- 
habitants interfered, and the crowd kept gradu- 
ally increasing, till not fewer, it is supposed, 
than 20,000 persons had assembled. At length 
a strong military force was called out, who dis- 
persed the mob. No lives were lost, and only 
a few persons received contusions. 


Chief Justice Mansficld.—This great law- 
yer, probably with a view to prolong his own 
days, was always anxious, when old witnesses 
were in court, to know their customary habits of 
life. It so happened that two very old men by 
the name of Elm were one day the objects of 
his inquiry. ‘‘ You are a very old man,’’ said 
his lordship to the elder brother, ‘‘I suppose you 
have lived a very temperate life.’’ ‘* Never 
drank any thing but water, my lord,’’ said Elm. 
*« Nor you, neither, I suppose,’ said the judge, 
addressing himself to the younger brother.— 
‘When I could get nothing else, my lord,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘I always took my giass with my 
friend.’”’ ‘Well then,’’ replied his lordship, 
‘* all that we can say, is—anelm will flourish, 
wet or dry.’’ 

Observations on the Stomach of Man.—The 
Bulletin of Medical Sciences of Paris, for the 
month of June, 1828, contains several observa- 
tions published by Semmering, who has demon- 
atrated— 

Ist. That the stomach of a negro differs from 
that of a white man; being rounder, approach- 
ing in shape that of a monkey. 

2nd: That the contraction towards the middle 
of the stomach, observable in some persons, is 
almost always found in women. It seems to 
arise from the pressure of the corsets on the 
epigastrium. 

8d. That this contraction is never found in 
young people.— Weekly Messenger. 


At the Cour Royale of Nanci (France,) Marie 
Madeleine Michel was lately tried forthe murder 
of her husband, who was an innkeeper at Gire- 
court; and a man named Morel, his servant, was 
charged as an accomplice. It appeared from 
the evidence, that the wife was a most abandon- 
ed woman, and though they had six children, 
they lived on very bad terms and were continu- 
ally quarrelling. In the month of April, 1828, 
Moret entered their service, and he had not been 
there long before Marie began to entertain a 
criminal passion,for hii, and actually solicited 
his attentions. She abandoned herself to the 
most shameful libertinage, and about six weeks 
before the assassination, she hinted her wish to 
Morel, and told him she could no longer live 
with her husband. At the sametime she pro- 
mised Morel, if he would assist her, that she 
would marry him in two or three years, and that 
up to that period they should live together as 
man and wife. Onthe firstof December, Mi- 
chel went to sup with his brother, the post-mas- 
ter, who lived in the same street, and scarcely had 
he left the house at night, when the report of a 
gun was heard, and he was found in the street 
weltering in his blood, mortally wounded. When 
some persons went to the unfortunate man’s as- 
sistance, he pointed out Morel as the assassin. 
Morel having been interrogated on the subject, 
confessed his crime, and acknowledged that he 
had been incited to commit it by Michel's wife. 
The jury found both prisoners guilty, and they 
were condemned to death. Morel buret into 
tears when sentence was pronounced; but the 
woman maintained the most perfect composure, 
and seemed qghite indifferent to what was pass- 
ing.
